As background, the handed-down stories indicate that 
this branch of the Rush family came originally from 
Germany but with an intervening span of several gen- 
erations in England before eoming to America prior to 
the Revolutionary War. Other stories, as well as per 
sonal observations, give the following insights into 
the more pronounced family characteristics: that 
their forbears were people of rather large physical 

_ Stature; peace loving by nature; were responsive to 
i, méeds of neighbors; believed in the work ethic; had 

; SMe initiative; and that they were church-going folk.

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No doubt many of our cousins in America, originally 
from Germany and the lowlands of Western Euro 

had their names Anglicized at ports of entry 
America. This explains why the original spelling 
of the name, such as Rusche, Ruch, Russ, etec., ail 
came out neatly English in Rush. Genealogists have 
gone on record in saying that although the spelling 
differs by Nationality, the evidence so far adduced 
indicates that it is the same family. If, through. 
the years, each generation had done ite home work, | 
we would have a better appreciation of the tie that 
really binds this very populous family, 


One who ‘comnits hrinself . to the writing, even of a 
small cross~sectional report of.a family line, is 
overwhelmed by the permutations that keep eine 
upe For example if one looks back for twenty gen-. 
erations, he finds that he has bad more than a 
million ancestors, 20 of the Rush line, but’ the 
remainder, unlees there were intermarriages, of 


“other sirnames that would take a computer to tabu- 


late. As an illustration, I have had 62 parents 

in 5 prior generations: 5 from the Rush family; 

5 from the West family; 4 from the Young family;.- 
4. from the Therne family; 3 from the Hogan family; 

3 from the Hough family; 3 from the Randle family; 
2 from the Kershaw family; 1 from the Deason. family; 
and 32 from families whose sirnames are unknown, © 


A part of the purpose of this sketch was to find 
members of the family who had made som contribu- 
tion to their generation. But so far this has only 
been a hope. But even a hope assumes substance in 
dreams, Am even if these dreams never came true 
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they have their dimensions, When my brother, William 
W. Rush, Probation Officer for the Federal Court of the 
_. Western District in South Carolina, was in the Veter- 
ans; Hospital in Columbia, S. C., he'was thrown with 
leonardo-Andreo, 4 Travelers Rest genéalogist, who re- 
lated to him that his research had connected Sanmel 
_langhorne Clemens (Mark Twain) with the Rush family, 
; through his grandmother, apparently Elizabeth Rush 
(1768-__ ), daughter of Peter and Catherine Rush, 
‘born in Charleston, S. C., who married a Wilson of 
Kershaw County, S. G. The Sherman Diary in the 5. C. 
Historical Society depository, indicates that Eliza— 
beth Rush was baptized (christened) in St. Philips 
Protestant Episcopal Church, December 26, 1768. 


From their first home in Charleston, members of our 
family moved about the turn of the Gentmgy (1800) to 
West Wateree in the Western edge of Kershaw County. 
There on Bear Greek they established a home located 
between Blaney and Longtown. When this place was 
visited by the author in 1924 with his sisters, Olga 
and May, we only located a graveyard with a single 
tombstone to William Archileous Rush, who died in his 
youth, and about 100 yards East an elm tree growing 
among the pines with several piles of native rock that 
had been used for pillars.and a chimney for the home~ 
stead, Nature had taken back the clearings that had 
provided farmlands more than a century before. Under: ’ 
any circumstances, however, this was a sacred spot for 
a direct descendent of those who had eked out a living 
there. There, at least, was a trace of the old road 
they had also trod, and the same stream hardby flowed 
on that had and will flow on for time immemorial. 
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Known generations of the Kershaw County, S. C. 
Branch are listed as follows: G1, - Peter Rush, 
Sr. (1733-1810). He was listed as head of a family 
of 5 sons and 4 daughters in St. Philips and St, 
Michael's Parish, Charleston, S. C. District, in 
the 1790 Census. His wife was Catherine. The Sher- 
man Diary lists names of three children baptized in 
St. Philips Church: daughter, Elizabeth, Decomber 
26, 17683; son, John, December 4, 1771; and son, 
Samuel, March 20, 1775. An undocumented reference 
was that Peter and Frederick (1707c-1784) were lgyal 
to the English Grown. Perhaps research would rim 
that this Frederick, who owned land in South Caro- 
lina, but died in St. Augustine, Florida, was per- 
haps two generations ahead of Peter, Also Peter 
was listed as a yeoman, A footnote on the family 
status is noted in the saying that arose in early 
Charleston: "That if you have an impending marrie 
age, go to St. Fhilips, but if you have an impend- 
ing funeral, go to St. Michael's." Manuscript 
Grants in-the Columbia, S. C. Library, p.107, in- 
dicate that Peter Rush obtained a land grant of 200 
acres in Kershaw County, S. G., on Bear Creek ; 
February 7, 1803. As John Rush was listed in the 
1800 Census in Kershaw Gounty, it is assumed that 
Peter moved from Charleston to Kershaw County about 
the turn of the Centary. 


G2. - John Rush (1771-1828), born in Charleston, 
ebristened in St. Philips Church December 4, 1771. 
This name was listed in the 1800 Census in Kershaw 
District, S. C., along with a brother, Samuel, but 
other names of these families were not listed, Our 
ancestor, John Rush helped considerably to document 
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this genealogical report. He started a family note- 
book, principally listing births and deaths of members, 
which was the source for names and precise dates. From 
John Rush the notebook passed to his son, Emanuel B. 
Rush, then to the latter's daughter, Rachael, who was 
the second wife of Hirem Nettles, a sergeant in the 
Confederate Army. Thence it was passed on to Janie 
Nettles, who married J. Fletcher Bateman, A recent 
search for the notebook failed to reveal its where- 
abouts, 


John Rush died intestate and a disposition of his 

_- property-in 1828 confirms the family story that he 
“ wes a suicide on his farm in the Bear Creek Section 
of Kershaw County in the Spring of 1828. 


Children of John and Susannah Rush were: Peter W, 
Rush (1796-1852); Elizabeth Rush (1798-1854); John 
Wilson Rush (1800- ); Emanuel B. Rush (1803-1848); 
and Saly Rush (1807- ). Marginal notations in the 
John Rush family notebook include this references 
"Milos, the senvant of EB. B. Rush was born the 4th of 
March 1835; Juda was born 4-12-1840; and Samuel was 
born 4-12-1843; Juda had two girls." 


_ G3, - Emanuel B, Rush (1803-1848). He had an abnor- 
‘mal body development, was short~legged but with a full~ 


’ length and developed body trunk. Handed-down stories 


“. were that he was both mentally and physically alert 
and active, My grandmother Rush (Mattie Young Rush) 
said that he often bragged that he could turn around 
twice while the average person was turning around once. 
He owned several slaves and was moderately affluent 
for his generation, He garried Elizabeth Hogan of a 
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rather proud Irish family. A daughter, Mery Ann 


‘Rush, felt the sting of her mother's disapproval 


of her marriage to a tenant farmer named Kelly, 
that, as a result, she pined away and died, accord- 
ing to in-family talk. It is supposed that Emanuel 
is buried in the family cemetery plot near Blaney 
and near Smyrna Meeting House in West Wateree. 


Children of Emanuel B. and Elizabeth Hogan Rush 
were: Sanders Hogan Rush (1827-1869) who served 

on the coastal defense of South Carolina during the 
Confederate War and died of typhoid fever at the 
home of his brother—in-law, Hiram Néttles; James 
Emanuel Rush (1829-1857); Rachael Elizabeth Rush 
(1831-1911), second wife of Hiram Nettles, buried 
in Quaker. Cemetery, Gamden; Susannah Jaminy Rush 
(1831-___°.); William Archileous Rush (1834-____.),- 


tombstone found in the old Rush family cemetery; 


John Jason Rush (1836-1910), the author's grand- 
father, m.Mattie Young, daughter of Ardlissa Randle 
and, John Archtleous Young, an-affluent Trishman, 
who owned a water mill and 3,000 acres of land; 
Martha Jane Rush (183%); Mary Ann Rush (184~ 
1862), m.Kelley; and Sarah I, Rush (1846-- ) 
first wife of Hiram Nettles. Lawson Bateman of 
Columbia,.a cousin, said that his grandfather, Hiram 
Nettles, met and wooed Rachael Rush, but upon his 
return from the Confederate Army, where he served 
as a sergeant, to renew the former romance with 
Rachael found that her sister, Sarah, had grown up 
and blossomed out so much so that he changed his 


* mind and married the younger sister, later, after 


the death of Sarah, he married Rachael but there were 
no children by this latter union. 
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G.4. - John: Jason Rush (1836-1910). He-marricd Martha 
Jene Young (1848-1915) » daughter of ‘John Archibald and 
Ardlissa Randle Young. Early in life he wished to be- 
come 2 carpenter but found farm overseeing more to his 
liking as well as farming in the rich terraces of the 
Wateree River, After a brief stint as a volunteer in 
the Confederate Army around Culpeper and Richmond, he 
returned: to Camden and got a job with Col, James Chest~ 
nut overseeing about 100 slaves at Mulberry Plantation, 
Earlier he was overseer for Cousin Jane Wilson, widowe 
He was’ the hero of the Hocot Freshet in Jamuary 1863c, 
rescuing a neighbor, Daniel Hocot, distiller, with whom 
he carried a grudge, and a negro slave marooned all 
night in a tree in the Wateree flood plain, when they 
tried to save a drove of hogs. He retired on the 400- 
acre tract with a water mill, inherited by the author's 
Grandmother Rush. He was buried in the family grave— 
yerd, about 2 miles East of Clyburn Station, 


Ge5e — John Emanuel Rush (1872-1933), the author's 
father, a farmer~mail carrier and in earlier days a 
schoolmaster, He was uncommonly ambitious about ed- 
ucating his children and all of them had at least some 
college education. He carried mil, starting out with 
a horse and buggy and died when getting ready to retire. 
He married Maggie West, daughter of James Franklin and 
Marthe Thorne West. He and my mother are buried in Mt, 
Olivet Baptist Church cemetery. Brothers were: Willian 
Archileous Rush (1873-1954), mfirst Minnie Gillis: m, 
2nd De. Pitts; John Jason Rush, Jr. (1879-1957), tte 
Alma Kirkland; Senders Logan Rush (1880-1959), nm Hattie

The records show that John W. Rush, a private, Corporal, and Sergeant 
of Company B, 7th Battalion, Mississippi Infantry, Confederate States 
Army, enlisted 3 May 1862 at Jones County, Mississippi, The company 
muster roll for January and February 1864, last on file, shows hin 


present. 


His name appears on a Register of paywents which shows that he was paid 
23 June 1863 for the period of service from 1 March ¢o 30 April 1863. 


Union prisoner of war records show that he was captured 16 Decenber 
1864 at Nashville, Tennessee, imprisoned at Military Prison, Louisville, 
Kentucky, and Camp Chase, Ohio, to which he was transferred 6 January 
3865, His name appears es signature to an Oath of Aliegiance to the 
United States subscribed and sworn to 16 May 1265 at Camp Chase, Ohio, 
which shows his plate of residence as Jones County, Miasiasippi. The 
indorsement to said Oath shows: “Roil of Prisoners of War released at 
Camp Chase, 0., aa per G, O., No. 85 for 1865; May 16, 1865,

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NOTES RE JONATHAN RUSH FAMILY GROUP SHEET - attached 


Jonathan was the only Rush in southeast Mississippi who had a son born 
in the 1820's. He had either three or four<Ueptha, my great-grand- 
father, was got the child of the only other Rush group in Mississippi at 
the time he was born (1824), the Rushes of Claiborne and Franklin Cos. ( 


Jonathan lived ‘in Jones County from at least 1832 to 1842. Jeptha 
married Lydia Dickerson of Moselle, Jones County, about December 1842 
and remained there until he died in 1851. 


John H. Rush is on the 1843 tax roll of Lauderdale County. He remained 
in Lauderdale for a number of years, but by 1860 he has a land grant in 
Jasper County. His four sisters were with him only in 1850. 


Jeptha was said to have had a brother named Sam. Though this Samuel R. 

Rush was apparently married in Mississippi about 1846, he first appears 

on the 1853 Miss. state census, in Lauderdale County. He and his family 

eroappedr after 1867. I have not been able to find him in Louisiana or 
exas, 


Mathilda Easterling joined Providence Baptist Church in August 1853. 
Dorcas Dossett (b. 1827), whose sister Elizabeth married John W. Easter- 
ling, joined the church with her. (Mathilda joined by letter.) In 
December 18544Miss Mary Rush*’was also received by letter. On 28 April 
1855 “Sister Mathilda Easterling" died. On 28 July 1855 “Sister Mary 
Rush was granted a letter of dismission." Though it is only conjecture, 
I really feel that this was Mathilda Rush who married an Easterling and 
whose sister Mary came to stay with her after she became pregnant. When 
she died in childbirth, Mary left. . 


Caroline (1837 ~ 1919) married, as his second wife, John A. -- 
Tisdale (1826-1902), 1st Sgt., Co. E Bn. Miss, Cavalry. They are ey @ 
in the Tisdale Cemetery (near Old Oak Bowery pepe along- with his 
first wife, Bridget (1819-1860). I do not know whether this 
could possibly be Caroline Rush, but I hope to check it out later.

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Jonathan was the only Rush in southeast Mississippi who had a son born 

in the 1820's. He had either three or four. Jeptha, my great-grand- 
father, was not the child of the only other Rush group in Mississippi at 
the time he was born (1824), the Rushes of Claiborne and Franklin Cos. ( 


Jonathan lived in Jones County from at least 1832 to 1842. Jeptha 
married Lydia Dickerson of Moselle, Jones County, about December 1842 
and remained there until he died in 1851. 


John H. Rush is on the 1843 tax roll of Lauderdale County. He remained 
in Lauderdale for a number of years, but by 1860 he has a land grant in 
Jasper County. His four sisters were with him only in 1850. 


Jeptha was said to have had a brother named Sam. Though this Samuel R. 

Rush was apparently married in Mississippi about 1846, he first appears 

on the 1853 Miss. state census, in Lauderdale County. He and his family

Mathilda Easterling joined Providence Baptist Chureh in August 1853. 
Doreas Dossett (b. 1827), whose sister Elizabeth married John W. Easter- 
ling, joined the church with her. (Mathilda joined by letter.) In 
December 1854 Miss Mary Rush was also received by letter. On 28 April 
1855 “Sister Mathilda Easterling” died. On 28 July 1855 "Sister Mary 
Rush was granted a letter of dismission." Though it is only conjecture, 
Il really feel that this was Mathilda Rush who married an Easterling and 
whose Sister Mary came to stay with her after she became pregnant. When 
she died in childbirth, Mary left.

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KNOWN RUSH FAMILILES OF COLONIAL AMERICA 


Family originating in Virginia either from the William 
Rush who came from England in 1635 to Westmoreland County, 

from the William Rush said to have come to Northumber- 
land County from England in 1650. 


The family of John Rush, who came to Pennsylvania in 1687 
from England, and whose descendants included Dr. Benjamin 
Rush who founded the medical profession in America and was 

a signer of the Declaration of Independence. Captain John 
Rush served under Cromwell during England‘*s Civil War. Two 
other descendants of this family about 1719 moved southward 
to the Northern Neck of Virginia, and some time before 1800 
their descendants moved through Kentucky and Tennessee to 
southwestern Mississippi, settling near Port Gibson in Clai- 
borne County. 


One Pennsylvania Rush is said to have married a Miss Leon-~ 
ard, and from him are said to have sprung the numerous 


. Léonard<Rushes scattered here and there throughout the South. 


A David Rush, said to have come from the Mohawk Valley in 
New York, where his father was massacred by Indians when 

he was a small boy. As a patriot soldier he was so impressed 
with the countryside during his service in South Carolina 
that he returned after the Revolution to claim land there 

on Hard Labor Creek in Edgefield County. His wife was of 
German descent, probably from the Orangeburg District of 
South Carolina. A descendant, Mrs. Mamie Rush Broadwater, 
has written a book about the David Rush family and I have 
corresponded with her, but there apparently is no connection 
with the other Rushes in South Carolina, 


Carl Rish, a Lutheran from Holland, arrived in Philadelphia 

on 25 Oct. 1746 on the ship Neptune. He changed his name 

to Charles Rush, and family members soon afterwards migrated 
to the Shenandoah Valley of Virginia (Augusta and Rockingham 
counties) and subsequent generations lived in Lincoln County 
NC, Jackson County, Ga., and also in Alabama.

I seem to have more data on later Dossetts 
than the earlier ones. Several family group 
sheets for the second and third generations in 
Mississippi listed exactly what you already. had 
on a card ~-- names only. 


I'm probably wrong about Mathilda Easterling. 
But in 1850 in Lauderdale County MS I found Eliza, 
Mathilda, Mary, and Caroline Rush living with 
their brother, John H. Rush. I never find them | 
again. And since Mathilda Easterling joined 
Providence Baptist Church in August 1853 -- by 
letter -- along with Dorcas Dossett Willoughby, 
and "Miss Mary Rush" was received by letter in 
Dec. 1854, I made a- my mind. hen. 
"Sister Mathilda Easterling” died 28 Apr. 1855, 
and Sister Mary Rush was granted a "letter of 
dismission" 28 July 1855. She could have mar- 
ried another Easterling, such as John,gon of ;

Dear Pat, 


For fifty years I've been trying to work my way around two 
brick walls in my RUSH line in southeastern Mississippi -~ one at 
either end, with 23 years in between. In 1819 two young men, John 
Rush and Jonathan Rush, appeared on the tax rolls of Greene and 
Jackson counties, respectively. I've tracked them on tax rolls 
and censuses (state as well as federal) until John's apparent death 
in 1834 and Jonathan's disappearance at the end of 1842, Each pro- 
duced four daughters; Jonathan had three sons as well. Except 
that he was the only male Rush siring sons in southeastern Miss. 
during the 1820's, there is not a shred of concrete evidence that 
he was my ancestor. But my great-grandfather, Jeptha Rush, mar- 
ried in Jones County in December 1842, the same time when his ap- 
parent mother received her "letter of dismission" from the Leaf 
River Baptist Church in Covington County, which she had attended 
from 1832 to 1842, the entire time that the family lived in Jones 
County. Jeptha diéd less than ten years later, about 1851. 


Who were the fathers of these two young men? (Jonathan was 
born ca 1793 -~ John in 1795, according to a descendant.) Were they 
brothers, cousins, or no relation? At present I'm working on two 
candidates: 


MOSES RUSH, on 1811 Wayne County tax roll. 


SAMUEL S. RUSH, on 1817 territorial census of Washington Co. i. 
(Samuel was probably the intended recipient of an "unclaimed 
letter for Mr, Rush" at the Old St. Stephen's post office in 
1819.) 


I know a little about both men, but not much. Both were in 
the 1800 SC census (I think) in the 16-26 age group, which says they 
were born 1774-1784. Both had two children under 10; Samuel, in 
Kershaw County, had two boys. Moses, in the Pendleton District, had 
one boy and one girl under 10, 


Moses, Jesse, and Jeptha Rush were in the Franklin County, Ga., 
area as early as 1789. Jeptha had a number of deeds, but Jesse and 
Moses confined themselves to an occasional witnessing of deeds. In 
1790 Jesse was in the Pendleton District, SC, but he later moved to 
Greene Co. Tenn., and stayed there, He was born 1769, someone wrote 
me, and had a daughter Margaret who married in 1831 and moved to Ind. 
Jeptha was a member of the Elbert Co. Ua, militia when that county 
was formed in Dec. 1790. 


Moses was a travelin' man. ‘Though he was in the Pendleton Dist. 
as late as 1803, when he witnessed a deed, his son Moses was born in 
“Indianny” in 1808 and his son Jesse was born in Florida in 1812, so 
Wayne County, Miss., was just a stop-over to catch his breath. His 
widow, Mary Rush, is on the 1820 Wayne County census. But before 
1830 she and her two young boys and one girl have migrated eastward 
and northward to Madison County, Alabama, where they remained. It 
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May be just a coincidence, but Jonathan and John Rush were missing 
from the tax rolls 1823-25 (John) and 1823-26 (Jonathan), The latter 
shows up with 21 more cattle in 1827 than he had in 1822, too. It 
must have been a profitable trip. 


On the 1830 Jackson Co, Ala. census are about ten Rushes, in- 
cluding a Samuel (age 60-70). Jackson is just east of Madison Co, 
Ala., and in 1833 Samuel and wife sell their Jackson Co. land and 
move to~Lauderdale County. I have not been able to get a copy of the 
deed yet, though. Descendants of Jephthah Rush of Ga. moved to Old 
Tishomingo County, Miss. All those counties seem to be ina direct 
dine with Franklin Co. Ga. Curious, isn't it? 


I know you are not a genealogist for other people, but are 
terribly busy doing a marvelous work, you and Jean, in reconstruct- 
ing data from the burned southeastern Miss. counties. What I started 
out to ask in the beginning -- honestly -- is WILL YOU PLEASE CHECK 

OUR FILES TO SEE IF YOU HAVE ANYTHING ELSE ON-MOSES AND SAMUEL RUSH?? 
In a form letter sent gut in the fall of 1986 you offered to check 
your files, and I hope you still will.) 


Let me point out that these are not the Pennsylvania or Vir- 
ginia Rushes (so far as I know now). I havee a lot on those -- far 
too much for my own good. They are not the ones who came to Kemper 
Co, about 1840, and later to Meridian, Nor are they the ones who 
came into the southwestern part of the state about 1812-13 and set- 
tled near Port Gibson and in Franklin County. I have their data; too. 

Thanks a million for checking. I don't have much hope that you 
have anything ...... but then you never know.
